As a former Juneau Empire reporter, adjunct university public relations instructor and 
Deputy Director of Communications for the State I am always disappointed when my 
former media colleagues leave out information that is critical for public understanding of 
a news story. I am moved to write to you today, because the story in this morning's 
Juneau Empire about John Mackinnon is an example of just such a story, 

The facts: 

From day one of his involvement in local and state government John Mackinnon has fully 
divulged all of his business interests. All those involved on both sides of the road issue 
have been aware for many years of the Mackinnon family business interests. When John 
took a job with both city and state government, he not only divulged his potential conflict 
of interest, he sought out an attorney general's office ethics opinion and was up front and 
completely honorable in avoiding even the appearance of involvement by never taking 
part in any discussions, policy meetings, or actions that crossed an ethical line. 

Ethics laws were written to allow experienced people to participate in state service. There 
has to be a line that allows competent, dedicated and experienced people to work in 
government. That is what the ethics laws regarding conflict of interest are designed to do 
and in Mr, Mackinnon's situation, what they have done. 

The facts left out: 

The person the Juneau Empire consistently refers to in its articles only as "Juneau 
Attorney Joe Geldhof ' actually has more of a conflict of interest than Mr. Mackinnon - a 
conflict which the Empire's reporting chooses to ignore. Mr. Geldhof, a longtime 
member of multiple environmental organizations in opposition to any resource 
development, is General Counsel to the union representing state ferry workers - workers 
he fears will loose jobs if a road is built to the capital. Mr. Geldhof has been paid for 
more than eight years to make sure ferry workers interests are protected - something he 
personally equates with making sure a road to the capital doesn't get built. Unfortunately,

the Juneau Empire left out the fact that Mr. Geldhof represents these workers, allowing 
him to throw out innuendo of ethical lapses to advance his agenda, without the same 
accountability under which local, state and federal employees must be scrutinized. 

Governor Palin, you have rightfully called state officials to the highest ethical standards. 
Those are the standards to which Mr. Mackinnon has held himself in his dealings as 
Deputy Commissioner. I would hate to see the media allow your call to the highest 
ethical standards be used as a stone for those with their own personal or political agendas 
to throw at people without accountability or cause. 

I will continue to pray for your success and the success of your administration. It was a 
pleasure to meet you and your family and help welcome you to Juneau. I know you have 
a big job ahead of you and I pray that God will continue to bless you.

I. Immediate Priorities 

Alaska Retirement and Management Board (ARMB): 

The state of Alaska lost . NBA- Alaska vs. Governor Murkowski last week in 
Superior Court. The deadline to appeal is January 3/ 2007. 

Mike Barnhill from the Dept of Law (focuses on Boards and Commissions) 
would like to go over options with Governor Palin, Mike Tibbies, and Attorney 
General Colberg. 

■ Dr. Richard Solie (appointed 9/10/06) must be replaced with 1 of 4 names 
that NEA- Alaska submits to Governor Palin. 

■ Gail Schubert and Larry Semmens seats expire 3/1/07 

Background: 

There was an understanding between NEA and the Adrninistration that 
Governor Murkowski would re-appoint Gayle Harbo and Sam Trivette to the 
public TRS and PRS seats if NEA supported Dr. Richard Solie for the other open 
TRS seat. Tom Boutin, Deputy Commissioner of Revenue, worked with Bill 
Bjork, President of NEA-Alaska to come to the agreement. Murkowski took over 
three months to re-appoint Harbo and Trivette and in the mean time the 
agreement fell apart. 

Murkowski appointed Dr. Solie and NEA sued the state of Alaska for failing to 
abide by state statute (which says the Governor must appoint members that have 
been nominated by NEA). NEA says they never reached an agreement with the 
Administration. Dr. Solie has 40 years of economic experience and is more 
qualified than the other NEA nominations (see list). Dr. Solie was a supporter of 
SB 141 while it was still in committee. NEA opposed SB 141.
